VIENNA, April 15 (WP),— The 
United States and the Soviet Union 
were ready today to open the 
substantive phase of the strategic 
arms limitation talks tomorrow In 
this city, the site of so many 
history-making conferences. 

But the attention of the 
delegates, like that of the citizens 
of Vienna, was very much on the 
fate of ApoHo-13, a symbol of the 
space age which reflects the arms 
control problem at .the SALT talks. 
The rocket which put men into 
space also is the device that can 
rain death on milli ons 
The minimal hope for the 
Vienna SALT talks is an agree- 
ment to curb the rival inventories 
of intercontinental ballistic mis- 
siles iTGBMS*. The more hopeful 
want to' curb the multiple war- 
heads now soon to be mounted 
on the rockets and the rival anti- 
missile defense systems. 

The initial 'phase of SALT,' held 
at Helsinki from Nov. 17 to Dec. 
22 last year, was “exploratory in 
nature.” as the chief American 
delegate, Gerard C. Smith, put it 
In his arrival remarks yesterday. 
Here in Vienna, he added, “we 
begin the negotiations/' 

When a newsman . asked Mr. 
Smith when he would put an 
American proposal on the table, 
he replied, “iD a reasonable time.”

New Problems Beset Astronauts, 
But NASA Remains Optimistic 


By Thomas O’Toole 

HOUSTON. April 15 tWP).— 
The Apollo- 13 spaceship was 
reported today to be slightly off 
course: it must make a path 
correction or it will . miss the 
earth by about 100 miles and 
shoot out In & long elliptical 
orbit into space. 

The astronauts, working to 
stay alive on short supplies of 
essential oxygen water and 
electric power aboard the space- 
ship. would not survive until 
the capsule returned to the 
vicinity of the earth. 

However, officials at the 
Manned Space Center empha- 
sized that the chances of mak- 
ing the correction by firing the 
main engine of the lunar module 
were "excellent." 

The firing is scheduled at 
0443 Thursday. It will consist 
of a 15-second burn with the 
engine of the lunar module 
descent stage. 

For added protection the as- 
tronauts were ordered to make 
the burn manually with flight 
commander James Lovell doing 
the firing. 

The bum will result in reduc- 
ing the speed by seven and one 
half feet per second — equivalent 
to five miles an hour. 

If the bum were successful, 
space officials said. It would put 
the maimed moonship right in 
the middle of the earth-re-entry 
corridor. If it failed, they said 
there was plenty of fuel and of 
time— until 1713 GMT Thursday 
— lor a second attempt. 

The lunar module engine 
needed for the course correc- 
tion has worked perfectly so 
far. However, before Monday’s 
emergency, the engine which 
was designed to bum only once 
to carry the lunar module to' 
the moon's surface, bad never 
been stopped and restarted in 
space. 

If the lunar module engine 
should fail, the astronauts could 
use the small control jets on the 
side of either the lunar module 
or of the command module to 
aim the spaceship into the re- 
entry corridor. 

The space agency had no 
explanation"for the spacecraft's 
deviation from its “free return” 
trajectory, which was supposed 
to have brought it back to earth 
without course corrections. 

A mission control spokesmen 
said flight planners had timed 
the maneuver to coincide with 
the bursting of a pressure- 
relief disc in a super-cold 
helium tank aboard the lunar 
module. 


The pressure In the tank was 
rising and normally would have 
been vented, but flight control- 
lers did not want it to vent 
because it would cause an un- 
predictable change in the Apol- 
lo’s course. 

By letting the disc burst, the 
gas from the tank will be dis- 
sipated in a way that will have 
less' chance of throwing the 
spacecraft off course. And by 
firing the course correction 
bum at the same time, plan- 
ners hoped to eliminate any ef- 
fects of vibration from, the 
rupturing of the disc. 

The Apollo crew reported still 
another problem— a flashing 
battery alarm. Mission control 


diagnosed the trouble as pos- 
sibly an overheating battery. 
The battery was turned off. 

The battery affected is one 
of four in the descent stage of 
the lunar module. Space of- 
ficials said the descent stage 
systems — which include the 
lunar landing engine to be used 
for the next course correction 
maneuver— could still operate 
on three batteries only. - 

There are another two bat- 
teries in the ascent stage of the 
lunar module, and three large 
reserve batteries in the com- 
mand module.' 

Mission control said later it 
had determined that the bat- 
tery warning light in the space-

craft was triggered by a sensor 
problem. When the w.'nung 
signal was triggered, the bat- 
tery was shut off whilo ground 
controllers looked into the mat- 
ter. 

When the battery was put 
back on the line, the wamng 
light went on again. 

Controllers told the astro- 
nauts to leave it hooked up. 
They also were told that the 
spaceship will no longer have 
any way of indicating malfunc- 
tioning batteries. However, mis- 
sion control said the problem 
could be watched from the 
ground. 

Despite the need for a course 
change. National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration offi- 
cials continued to express in- 
creased optimism as the space- 
craft sped toward the earth with 
the astronauts hoarding essen- 
tial .supplies aboard. 

Flight director Eugene Kranz 
said: “I think the spacecraft is 
in excellent shape, and 1 think 
it's fully capable of getting the 
crew back. I feel we are much 
better off than we were last 
night as far as consumables and 
everything is concerned. We 
have a- better margin to work 
with and we have more flexi- 
bility." 

However, space 3gency offi- 
cials emphasized that the dan- 
gers remained since there is no 
margin for further mulf unctions 
or for error. 

In addition, meteorologists 
said that it is possible that a 
tropical storm now 500 miles 
away might be in the recovery 
area by Friday. 

Meanwhile, the astronauts, 
reportedly in good spirits, were 
as inactive os possible to furth- 
er conserve water and power. 
They rested except for about 
one hour this morning. 

During thei time, mission 
control radioed up instructions 
lor setting hundreds of switches 
in the command ship, placing 
them in proper order for re- 
entry and splashdown. 

The target time for splash- 
down is 1804 GMT. but space 
agency officials said that it 
might be somewhat later if the 
storm forces a shift in landing 
site. 

Tuesday night, the astronauts 
fired the lunar landing craft 
engine for four minutes and 24 
seconds to increase the speed of 
the ship by about 500 miles per 
hour.

Recovery Is Tricky, But Aides Are Confident 


ABOARD THE USS IWO 
JIMA, April 15 i UPD. —Tropi- 
cal storm Helen should diminish 
into a tropical depression by 
Friday and be 150 miles from 
the Apollo-13 splashdown area. 
500 miles south-southeast of 
Samoa, Navy meteorologists said 
today. 

Lt. R. B. Otis, the meteorologist 
aboard the prime recovery ship, 
said the storm was “weak and 
unorganized” and it should be 
downgraded to a "tropical de- 
pression" by the time the astro- 
nauts splash down Friday. 

Lt. Otis forecast high scat- 
tered clouds, ten miles visibility, 
winds from the northeast at 17 
miles an hour, four-foot seas 
and scattered showers ia up to 


29 percent of the recovery area. 
He sa i d the tropical depression 
should be 150 miles west-north- 
west of the target point at 
splashdown. 

Recovery Practiced 

Capt. Leland E. Kirkema, 
commanding officer of the Iwo 
jima. said the ship would have 
no trouble handling recovery 
operations in winds up to 44 
miles an hour. He said the 
aircraft carrier and its helicop- 
ter recovery crews practiced last 
month in winds that strong. 

The Iwo Jima was rema in ing 
within 1 Q 0 miles of Samoa until 
late tonight when Rear A dm. 
Donald C. Davis, commander of 
recovery forces in the Pacific, 


was to arrive aboard ship by 
helicopter. 

The ship will then head for 
the splashdown area 500 miles 
south-southeast of Samoa. 

Space ' agency officials on 
board expressed confidence that 
if the astronauts enter the 
earth's atmosphere, the landing 
will go normally. *Tt looks 
good." said P-ip Kirby, assistant 
space agency recovery team 
leader. 

In Houston early today space 
officials . outlined the plan 
worked out for the return to 

earth of Apollo -13. 

The spacecraft now consists 
of three pieces, only one of 
which, the command ship, will 
come back to earth intact. 


Kosygin Offers Aid in Rescue Effort

outstanding examples of Inter- 
nationa] cooperation.” he saidj 
“We follow with concern the 
flight of the spacecraft Apollo* 
13. which is in an emergency 
condition." Mr. Kosygin’s mes- 
sage said. 

"I would like to inform you 
that the Soviet government has 
ordered the civilian and mili- 
tary authorities of the Soviet 
Union to use. In case of neces- 
sity. all means to hdp rescue 
the American astronauts.” 

"On behalf of the Soviet gov- 
ernment,” the message said. "I 


wish to express to you the hope 
that the courageous astronauts 
Lovell', Swigert and Haise re- 
turn safely 'to the earth.'*

The lunar module must re- 
main attached until the last 
possible moment to supply 
oxygen and electrical power.

Preliminary plans for the re- 
entry call for dumping the 
service module first and then, 
shortly before hitting the earth 's 
atmosphere, to discard the lunar 
module. 

The moon lander rocket 
thruster system -will be used to 
move the command ship away 
from the service module. 

Plans are being made for the 
astronauts to look at 'the 
service module as it moves away 
and possibly photograph it.

British. Ships 

SINGAPORE. April 15-fReu- 
trrsh— Six ships of the British 
Far East Fleet sailed from here 
today to the Apollo-13's secon- 
dary splashdown area in the 
Indian Ocean. 

The sbips are being rushed 
there in case the Apollo-13, due 
to splash down In the south- 
west Pacific on Friday, has to 
be re-routed. 

They are the frigates Phoebe 
and Nubian, the service ship 
Vidal, the tankers Ennerdale 
and Tideflow and the supply 
vessel Tarbatness. 

The Fhebe and Nubian have 
radar which could pinpoint the 
capsule's position after re-enter- 
ing the earth’s atmosphere. 
They also have air-traffic con- 
trol capability which will enable 
them to coordinate search and 
rescue operations. 

Several of the ships are Car- 
Tying doctors and helicopters 
and the Tarbatness is equipped 
with a helicopter pad and has 
a lieavy derrick capable of lift- 


ing the Apollo capsule from the 
water. 

The ships' departure from 
Singapore fallows British Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson's mes- 
sage to President Nixon that 
“our forces throughout the 
world are at your disposal 
should you feel that they can 
help In any recovery opera* 
tlon." 

Two more frigates- are head- 
ing to an Atlantic Ocean point 
south of Rio de Janeiro just in 
case the splashdown occurs 
there, though a spokesman said 
this was only an outside pos- 
sibility. 

Another offer of aid came 
from the Italian Defense Min- 
istry. which ordered the Italian 
armed forces to be ready to 
gire any help needed should the 
Apollo splash down in the Med- 
iterranean. Yesterday. France 
volunteered its aid. 

Uruguay said Its naval units 
patrolling the south Atlantic 
would aid In rescue If the craft 
should land In that area. 

Chile has alerted Its ships in 
the Pacific to give aid in the 
recovery if it is needed. 

South African naval and air 
units have been placed on alert 
to give assistance should the 
Apollo land anywhere In the 
South African region. 

The New Zealand Navy said it 
was standing by to make a 
dash to aid in the recovery. 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Administration has asked 
Australia’s Partes Radio Tele- 
scope to aid in picking up mes- 
sages from the spacecraft The 
telescope has three times the 
capacity of NASA’s 85-foot- 
dlameter dishes near Canberra. 
The Australian station may be 
the only one capable of picking 
up messages during maneuvers 
to set the correct course for 
earth. 

Israel's maritime fruit carriers, 
six in the Pacific and four in 
the Atlantic, were alerted to 
stand by.

The question facing the crew 
and the manned space program 
was whether the landing craft's 
electricity and oxygen would 
be enough to keep the crew 
alive untH Friday morning, 
when they were ‘due to re- 
enter the earth's atmosphere. 

“It's the most critical situa- 
tion weVe faced so far in the 
mann ed space flight program 
in flight,” flight director Glynn 
Lunney said again Wednesday. 
“Wete a long way from home 
and we have a plan for carry- 
ing out the rest of the mission, 
but there's going to be no relax- 
ation at all as far as that goes, 
from now until splash.” 

There 1 were Some fears Tues- 
day night that the spaceship 
might be breaking up complete- 
ly, but space officials maintain - 
ed their outward calm and dis- 
missed this as pure speculation. 

This new alarm was raised 
when gas and bits of material 
— including a four-inch-square 
Silvery piece of metal— were 
spotted floating past the win- ■ 
dows of the lunar module, on 
the nose of the main ship..

ting networks to offer broadcast 
time to major party and “sig- 
nificant" third-party fi».T>riiria±fts 
without being forced to give fringe 
parties equal treatment. 

If enacted by the House and 
strictly enforced, the bill would 
mean that spending for. television 
and radio in the 1972 presidential 
election, for example, might be 
just about half what it was in 
1968. 

There were 73 million votes cast 
in 0968 for president. At seven 
cents -a vote, the Senate bill's 
formula would limit the 1972 
spending to about $51 million for 
each candidate. It has been es- 
timated that thfi Democratic ticket 
spent about $6 million on television 
in 1968 and the Republican ticket 
more than $12 million, although 
the totals may have been much 
higher. 

Under another provision of the 
Senate b£D, the candidate's tele- 
vision dollar would stretch further 
In terms of air time, however. The 
section requires stations to sell 
political time at the low-unit cost 
commercial sponsors enjoy because 
of their long-term contracts. So 
in some sections, the political can- 
didate would pay from 35 to 50 
percent less for air time than he 
has before.

1 The two, accompanied by the 
French author Jean Genet, were 
watching pretrial hearings for four 
other Panthers when the scuffle 
broke out, apparently after Hil- 
liard. the Panther chief of staff, 
tried to talk to one of the defend- 
ants. 

Douglas tried to intervene, and 
both were wrestled from the gal- 
lery in the back of the small, 
heavily guarded courtroom to the 
bench by at least four deputy 
sheriffs and uniformed state 
troopers, who rushed in from out- 
side. A trooper handcuffed the 
two Panther leaders together. 

Mr. Genet, a short, bald man 
wearing old clothes, stood in the 
rear of the courtroom, speaking 
angrily in French. 

After asking their names and 
where they were from, Superior 
Court Judge Harold M. Mulvey 
sentenced the two Panthers to six 
months for “contempt of court 
committed in the presence of the 
court.” None of the participants 
in the scuffle involving Hilliard 
appeared to be hurt.

Judge Mulvey 
ordered Seale’s note sealed and 
impounded. 

The proceedings here involve 
four of the 14 Panthers originally 
accused in the death last May of 
another Panther, Alex Rackley, of 
New York City.

U.S. Protests 
To Canada 
Over Arctic 


WASHINGTON, April 15 INTO 
—The United States formally pro- 
tested yesterday a Canadian move 
to establish jurisdiction over inter- 
national waters in the Arctic Ocean 
north of Canada . 

The protest came in a ’diplomatic 
note handed to the Canadian Am- 
bassador, Marcel Cadieux, by the 
Under Secretary of State for 
Political Affairs, U. Alexis John- 
son. 

A spokesman for the Canadian 
Embassy here said his government 
was studying the note and would 
have no immediate reaction. 

The note was understood to have 
contained a detailed and forthright 
statement of the American posi- 
tion. Canadian and American 
sources, however, said that it did 
not include warnings of reprisals. 

Prime Minister Pierre Elliott 
Trudeau of Canada introduced 
legislation in the Canadian Parlia- 
ment on April 8 that would pro- 
claim Canadian Jurisdiction over 
open or icebound waters within 
115 statute miles of Canadian ter- 
ritory. 

The purpose was to give Canada 
control over possible pollution from 
oil explorers and tankers. Pears 
of such pollution arose in Septem- 
ber when the US. supertanker 
Manhattan made her first crossing 
from tire Atlantic through the 
Northwest Passage to the Arctic. 

American and Canadian sources 
said that the note followed the 
same theme that the State Depart- 
ment spokesman, Robert J. Me- 
Closkey, expressed on April 9. 

Mr. MeCloskey said that “the 
United States does not recognize 
any exercise of coastal state juris- 
diction over our vessels on the 
high seas.” 

He also said the United States 
“does not recognise the right of 
any state unilaterally to establish 
a territorial sea of more than 
three miles or exercise more limit- 
ed jurisdiction in any area beyond 
12 miles.”

Political sources said that there 
would almost certainly be further 
street protests if Mr. SUco visited 
Amman. 

The riots erupted after a protest 
march, mainly by girl students, to 
the 17.5.

Witnesses said that the students 
became enraged when embassy 
staff members behind barred win- 
dows began taking photographs of 
the demonstrators. The mob surg- 
ed forward and stormed the build- 
ings. 

Some demonstrators climbed 
over the six-foot embassy wall and 
ripped down the American flag. 
They raised the green and black 
Palestinian Sag In its place. 

Others set fire to embassy cars 
in the compound. Three cars and 
a station wagon went up in 
Dames. Demonstrators also hurled 
stones at the embassy, smashing 
windows. 

Meanwhile, other demonstra- 
tions were breaking out in various 
parts of the city. A police source 
estimated that 12,000 protesters 
were involved. 

Building Besieged 
About 4,000 to 5,000 besieged 
tall apartment and office building 
in downtown Amman. The build- 
ing houses the offices of the UjS 
Information Service. 

The mobs smashed down doors 
to get into the building and set the 
USIS library afire. The flames 
raged for two hours. 

Firemen succeeded in confining 
the fire to the two floors of the 
USIS offices. A bank on the 
ground floor was damaged by 
water. USIS sources estimated 
that about 35,000 books were 
destroyed. 

Tonight, the Unified Command 
for Palestinian Guerrillas in Jor- 
dan called for a general strike 
Friday in protest of Mr. Sisco's 
visit. 


Israeli Aides Feel Goldmann 
Misled Them on Nasser Talks

JERUSALEM, April 15 CNTTO. — 
Israeli government officials con- 
tend that Nahum Goldmann 
misled them in his reported offer 
to meet with Egypt’s President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser. 

Highly placed Israelis say further 
investigation has Indicated that My. 
Goldmann, president of the World 
Jewish Congress, had misrepresent- 
ed some of Mr. Nasser’s conditions. 

For one thing, they say. he was 
told in Paris, where the Initial con- 
tacts took place, that Mr. Nasser 
wanted the talks kept secret. Mr. 
Goldmann had said the Egyptian 
leader specifically warned that the 
issue might not be kept secret. 

The Israelis also say that Mr. 
Goldmann was invited to present 
an Israeli peace plan when he came 
to Cairo. 

A source close to Premier Gdlda 
Melr has stated that she was 
especially wary of Mr. Goldmaxui's 
vagueness on points vital to Is- 
raels security. 

She was said to have felt that 


Mr. Goldmann would have been 
accepted tn Cairo as a representa- 
tive of the Israeli government no 
matter how informal he considered 
his mission. 


Israel Jets Raid 
Targets in Three 
Sectors of Sues 

TEL AVIV. April 15 (UFI). — 
The Israeli Air Force kept up its 
pounding of Egypt today, Israeli 
jets struck military targets along 
the central sector of the Sue* Canal 
and at Zalarana on the western 
shore of the Gulf of Sues, a mili- 
tary spokesman said. 

AU Israeli planes returned sale- 
3y from the 75-minute strikes, 
which began at 2:30 p.m. local 
time, he said. Tonight targets in 
the southern sector were attacked 
for an hour. 

Israeli troops and Arab guer- 
rillas traded small-arms fire across 
the Yarmuk River today. The river 
forms part of the Israpl -Jordan 
frontier. 

An Israeli spokesman said one 
soldier was wounded in the ex- 
changes near El Hamma, at the 
southern edge of the Golan Heights, 
which Israel captured from Syria 
jn the 1867 war. 


Points Remained Unclear 
Discussions with the highest- 
ranking Israeli leaders and with 
Mr. Goldmann in the aftermath of 
the alleged peace bid indicate that 
same aspects of the matter were 
never clarified. 

Mr. Goldmann said of the dispute 
over whether it was agreed upon 
that the talks were to be kept 
secret, “This was probably the re- 
sult of a misunderstanding.’’ 

"Nasser did say he could not 
commit himself to the meeting 
being kept secret, but the ambas- 
sador [an intermediary] said that 
at this stage they must be kept 
secret.” 

At the root of the Israeli gov- 
ernment's suspicions is Mr. Goid- 
m arm's own view of how peace 
can be achieved. He disagreed with 
virtually every aspect of govern- 
ment and Knesset (parliament) 
policy. 

The Israelis have called far direct 
talks as a measure of Arab sin- 
cerity. But Mr. Goldmann rejects 
the need for such talks. He also 
believes that Israel’s demand for 
a contractual peace treaty is un- 
necessary. He would probably give 
back much of the occupied areas 
and. government people feel. Is not 
terribly clear about the status of 
Jerusalem. 

Israelis Bitter 

The Israeli leaders are bitter 
about the reaction to the Goldmann 
affair, especially the false hopes 
they felt were raised here and 
abroad over what some ministers 
believed was a self-serving move 
by Mr. Goldmann. 

He has rejected this assertion 
strongly, saying that he was ap- 
proached and that be had not 
initiated any part of the affair. 

The Goldmann Issue has created 
a debate in Israel that is causing 
government ministers to defend 
their policy. Foreign Minister Abba 
Eban will hold a news conference 
Friday, presumably to answer some 
of the criticism.

WASHINGTON, April 15 IUPD. 
—Danish Prime Minister Hilmar 
Baunsg&ard called on the United 
States today to exert its Influence 
to bring about a more democratic 
government in Greece. 

He told a news conference at the 
Danish Embassy that there is "a 
risk that the Greek problem can 
become a. key problem of Europe.” 

Mr. Baunsgard, on a two-day 
visit to Washington, also endorsed 
the West German government's 
talks with the 5oviet union. Poland 
and East Germany: “We recognize 
with interest and sympathy the 
efforts to normalize relations with 
Eastern Europe and East Germany.” 

Mr. Baunsgaard said Denmark is 
closely following the SALT devel- 
opment in Vienna between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. 

He also stressed that a military 
balance in Europe must be main- 
tained to insure security in Europe. 
His government notes with satis- 
faction "the American assurances 
that the US. commitment remains 
essentially the same.” 

On the question of "burden shar- 
ing” for the cost of maintaining 
UJ5. forces in Europe, he under- 
lined that NATO members should 
be ready to discuss the question.

Mr. Moynihan, a special assistant 
to President Nixon, said this- was 
expected to enable the foreign con- 
cerns to compete in the American 
car market even after the imposi- 
tion of stlffer automotive safety 
requirements, which could well 
come as early as 1972. 

Mr. Moynihan was reached by 
telephone in' Brussels, where he led 
the UH. delegation at a two-day. 
closed-door meeting of a North At- 
lantic Treaty Organization's com- 
mittee that bandies environmental 
and consumer affairs. 

The meeting, held at NATO 
headquarters, reflected the in- 
terest in the subject being shown 
by international organizations such 
as. NATO and the Council of Eu- 
rope, whose headquarters axe in 
this city by the Rhine. 

"We feel pretty good about this," 
MT. Moynihan said concerning the 
prospects for International coopera- 
tion on automotive safety.

Brandt-Nixon Talks 


Chancellor Willy Brandt's visit lias helped 
to contain the widening policy gap that has 
been opening recently between Washington 
and Bonn. But it also has underlined dangers 
that lie ahead. 

Three Interconnected Issues threaten the 
United States and Its most powerful NATO 
ally with doubts and misunderstandings: 
negotiations with the East by both countries, 
debates about levels and costs of American 
troop® in Europe and the Impact of the evolv- 
ing Common Market on American trade. 

President Nixon has spoken of “an era” of 
negotiation replacing East-West confronta- 
tion and he has taken the route of extreme 
caution In his own strategic arms limitation 
talks (SALT) with the Soviet Union. Bonn’s 
more active efforts to normalize relations 
with Russia. Poland and East Germany have 
been greeted with public coolness and private 
questioning In Washington. 

Bonn is not being urged by the Nixon ad- 
ministration to break off negotiations with 
the East, but the fear Is being expressed at 
the White House that Bonn will enhance 
East Germany’s diplomatic status, hamper its 
relations with its Western allies, and weaken 
the Western legal position in Berlin without 
significantly Improving the fate of the East 
German population or achieving any other 
substantial gains.

In his brief speech, Professor Klenner 
recalled the historical signifiganceofthe 
Palais an der Strudelhofstiege, which the 
BAWAG owns since 1967. It was in this 
Palais on June 19th, 1914 that the Coun- 
cil of Ministers of Austria-Hungary pre- 
sided over by Count Berchtold, then Mi- 
nister of Foreign Affairs, decided to put 
an ultimatum, to Serbia, which was the 
cause of World War I. Director General 
Fritz Klenner expressed the hope, that 
the .course of history would change and 
that the SALT conference would be ac- 
companied by the success which could 
free mankind from the tear of being 
threatened by terrible weapons of de- 
struction. 


Palais an der Strudelhofstiege at the dis- 
posal of the United States for the dura- 
tion of the talks about the limitation of 
strategic armaments (SALT), 
in the name of the US.

A brief history of the Palate 
an der Strudelhofstiege 
The Palais (bottom picture) was built in 
1873 by Ferdinand Fellner, architect of 
the Wiener Volkstheater, the Ronacher 
Theatre, and the Academy of Commerce, 
for Joseph, Knight of Mallmapn. Already 
during construction it was bought by 
Philipp, Duke of Wurttemberg. Attire turn 
of the century Count Leopold Berchtold, 
then Minister of Fpreign Affairs of Aus- 
tria-Hungary, bought the Palais. In re- 
membrance of him one of the halls was 
named Berchtold Hall, where in 1914 the 
ultimatum to Serbia was signed. 

The Strudelhofstiege became world fa- 
mous through the novel bearing the 
same name byHeimrto von Doderer, which 
was first published in 1951. 

The original Srudelhof, built fn 1690 by 
the painter to the Imperial court, Peter 
von Strudel, served after the death of the 
latter as a hospital for plague victims 
and later on as an orphanage. In 1795 
the Strudeihof property was divided and

Contrasting American With Russian Children

T\JEW YORK, April 15 CNYT). 
In —“While me talk a great 
deal about being a child-orient- 
ed society, we’re markedly and 
dangerously neglectful of chil- 
dren," according to Urie Bron- 
fenbrenner. professor of psy- 
chology child development 
at Cornell University. 

Dr. Bronfenhrenner contrasts 
the American and. Soviet ap- 
proaches to child-rearing in his 
new book, “Two Worlds of 
Childhood/UB. and UB.S.R.” 
(Russell Sage Foundation). He 
has made nine visits to the 
Soviet Union in the last ten 
years, observing children from 
their first year of life through 
thpJr early teens. 

Soviet upbringing, he main- 
tains, emphasizes the develop- 
ment of character and aims to 
develop a “new Soviet man" 
concerned about society’s needs.

kqitHi opened with one heart 
and rebid two diamonds when 
her partner responded one 
spade. North’s second-round 
jump to lour hearts was a slam 
invitation and suggested a good 
hnwrf, although perhaps not 
quite as good as North actually 
held. 

Relying on her partner to 
hold a very substantial hand. 
South ventured into Blackwood 
and settled in six hearts when 
her partner showed three aces. 
It was not easy for West to 
know that a diamond lead would 
be a kOler, and she selected 
the heart jack far reasons of 
safety. 

This solved a minor problem 
for the declarer, but the major 
problem of the diamond suit 
remained. 

With a problem suit of this 
Vina the decision should be 
postponed in the hope that 
some clues become available. 
South therefore drew all of 
East’s trumps and continued 
with the spade long and jack. 
The appearance of West's queen 
not only gave South an extra 
spade trick for a diamond dis- 
card but also gave her a clue 
to the distribution. 

West was known to have 
started with exactly two spades 
nnrf exactly one heart, which 
left ten cards in the minor suits.

ABA Unanimously Approves 
Merger Accord With NBA 

By Mark Asher 


NEW YORK, April 15 (WP.« 
The Washington Caps became a 
lame-duck franchise yesterday 
when American Basketball Associa- 
tion trustees unanimously accepted 
a merger proposal totally agreeable 
to the National Basketball Associa- 
tion’s merger committee. 

Caps' president Earl Foreman as 
much as admitted it was all over 
for Washington. “The ABA has 
reached an accord on what it will 
do. Now it is up to the NBA. Z have 
done all I could 'for Washington) 
and continued through today. I 
had to balance everything among 
my ten ABA partners, myself and 
Washington.” he said. 

"NBA approval Is virtually a 
formality,” said Dick Tlnkham, 
chairman of the ABA merger com- 
mittee and executive vice-president 
of the Indiana Facers. The NBA 
is expected to meet early next 
week. 

"We must protect Foreman.” one 
ABA owner said. "He still has 
playoff games remaining." 

The seven general areas of agree- 
ment announced at a late after- 
noon news conference by ABA 
co mmissi oner Jack Dolph were 
basically the same ones Sam 
Schulman, chairman of the NBA 
merger committee, reported that 
the two merger committees agreed 
upon last week. 

Foreman will not have to pay the 
Indemnity price of $1.25 million 
per ABA team. Schulman said, be- 
cause he is moving the Caps and 
resolving a territorial conflict with 
the Baltimore Bullets. 


"There is other sweetening in 
the pot for Foreman.” an ABA 
source noted. Dolph hinted that 
Foreman would also receive certain 
remuneration from the ABA. 

The merger committees have 
given Foreman until July 1 to find 
a new home for his team. Fore- 
man indicated that the ideal setup 
would be a Virginia regional fran- 
chise in Richmond, Roanoke, Nor- 
folk and Newport News. 

That was the last point of 
Dolpb’s announcement, which in- 
cluded an interleague champion- 
ship series and all-star game, a 
limited regular-season interleague 
schedule and unlimited Interleague 
exhibition games for the next three 
seasons. 

All 11 ABA teams are included 
in the merger. Each league will 
keep its separate Identity for three 
years and will retain separate 
negotiating rights for national tele- 
vision for that span. The league 
will completely realign after three 
seasons. 

AH players who are involved in 
multiple signings will remain in 
their current legal status, their 
future to be resolved between the 
two teams Involved. These include 
Rick Barry, Dave Bing. Bill Cun- 
ningham and Zelmo Beaty. 

Dolph said that once the NBA 
ratifies the package the two 
leagues would appoint committees 
to take care of "minor housekeep- 
ing details" such as playing rules, 
draft procedure and interleague 
trading before the complete mar- 
riage.

Behind a Cab Driver’s Tough Talk 


By Richard Dougherty 

]^EW YORK. — ‘It's a marvelous life," 
J- ’ said Robert Weinstoek as lie wheeled 
his taxi into Central Park and headed 
north. “I wouldn't trade with Rocke- 
feller." 

How long, he was asked, had he been 
driving a cab in New York? 

“How long?" he replied out of the 
side of his mouth. “After one day, it's 
too long." 

Everything else changes in the na- 
tions biggest city— much of it for the 
worse in recent years. But the stereo- 
typed Image of the New York cab driver 
as epitomized by Mr. Weinstoek seems 
to go on and on. The New York cabbie 
is a figure of legend: the wise guy, 
the tough talker, the cynic. The man 
who must always have the last word. 

But. the busby-haired, quick-ton gued 
Mr. Weinstoek to the contrary — “sixteen 
years at this business. I gotta be men- 
tally ill"— change is beginning to make 
itself felt on the New York taxi driver. 
According to J. Martin Seldenfeld. a 
psychologist who has served as a con- 
sultant to the taxi industry here for 
the past year, the stereotype was al- 
ways misleading. As time goes by, Mr. 
Seldenfeld contends, it will become even 
more so. 


Unconscious Need 


(Behind the talkative, hard-bitten 
facade of the New York cab driver, Mr. 
Seldenfeld says, lies an unconscious need 
to be cared fra- and admired by a father- 
figure. The whole performance of the 
worldly philosopher and expert-on-every- 
thing is. in other words, little more 
than a device to hide a desire to im- 
press the customer. 

Mr. Seldenfeld. who was hired by the 
Metropolitan Taxi Cab Board of Trade 
— an association of fleet owners — to im- 
prove personnel practices and driver re- 
cruiting, has uncovered other charac- 
teristics in his studies. 

He has found, for example, that "to 
a significant degree." the ordinary Sew 
York taxi man comes from a larger- 
than -usual family and tends to be an 
older brother. This makes for a paradox 
in which the cabbie's pose as a thick- 
skinned. highly Independent character 
goes hand in hand with an older sib- 
ling’s deep-rooted Inclination to hike 
“good care of baby brother and sister." 

The best way to get on friendly terms 
with even the grouchiest driver, it fol- 
lows. is to ask for his help or advice — 
“Appeal." in Mr. Seidenfeld's words, “to 
his need to be helpfuL”

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Desire to impress? 

Thirty or more years ago. according to 
Mr. Seidenfeld. the vast majority of taxi- 
men in New York were first-generation 
Irish, Jewish and Italian boys — products 
of poor immigrant neighborhoods like 
the Lower Bast Side where toughness and 
wit were essential to survival. Much of 
the humor of cab drivers. Mr. Seldenfeld 
believes, still shows the influence of the 
Jewish humor of those early immigrant 
years — somewhat self-mocking, keenly 
aware of the ridiculous in human affairs. 

In recent years, however, a later Immi- 
grant wave has moved in and the old 
ethnic order is giving way to the Puerto 
Rican and the Negro who has come up 
from the South. There are also 500 
women among the nearly 30.000 holders 
of licenses to drive cabs In the city. 

This all suggests that Mr. Weinstoek 
?md his type may be vanishing. 

But Mr. Seidenfeld has. somewhat to 
his surprise, found that the “underlying 
psychological mechanisms" among black 
and Puerto Rican drivers who are full-

time, long-term laximen arc identical 
with those of the earlier . generation. 

Almost invariably, the _ psychologists’ 
studies have shown, the new men are 
"Older siblings from laiger-than-average 
families": they express their “repressed 
need to be cared for by taking care of 
others'’: and. “they proclaim their inde- 
pendence and toughness but take orders 
from virtually anyone who steps into 
their cabs." 

Aside from personality traits, of course, 
there is the fact that New York itself 
helps shape the manners and attitudes of 
the average driver. 


Passenger Complaints 


More than 6J800 passenger complaints 
of driver rudeness or refusal to go to a 
distant destination were made last yew 
to the police department's hack bureau — 
a substantial rise from the previous year. 
(A figure which could be thought “re- 
markably low." says Mr. Seldenfeld. when 
measured against the fact that about a 
million riders a day are accommodated by 
the 11,737 taxis in the city..) 

Traffic congestion Is the most fre- 
quently voiced complaint of the cabby 
because it slows him down and reduces 
the business he can do. But crime is 
another major source of concern. Fear 
of assault and robbery is. according to 
taxi industry spokesmen, a chief element 
in the wariness and suspicion of drivers 
— particularly at night. 

Cabbies point with alarm to police 
figures that show taxi holdups here to be 
sharply on the rise — averaging 130 a 
month last year as compared to 90 a 
month the year before. 

Turnover Is high among drivers who 
are new to the trade, according to 
Mr. Seldenfeld, but remains low among ' 
veterans' like Robert Weinstoek — crime, 
traffic and relatively low pay notwith- 
standing. Most cabbies average around 
S3, 500 a year with tips. - 
A kind of “automatic elimination pro- 
cess” goes on. Mr. Seidenfeld says, through 
all the fears and irritations and frustra- 
tions of the work. 

While a man's economic situation may 
keep him in a job for a while, in the 
long run the generalization is valid:' 
People work where their deepest needs 
find satisfaction. ' 

In the course of the ride through Cen- 
tral Park. Mr. Seidenfeld’s observations 
were relayed to cab driver Weinstoek. 

He was not Impressed. 

“A head shrinker." he said. "So what 
does he know?"
